They state d that the 
records in their possession concerning 65 Morton Street 
reflected that Apartment 6l at that addraos was rented to 
ALFRED SARAHT in 19il3. probably October, and that SARANT 
vacated the apartment In January 195°* Ihc records, they 
aald, also indicate.! that the name ROSS war added to the 
register along with SAHAJTT in I 9 I 4.5 and in I 9 JJ .6 the name 
PERL v/as noted os a tenant in Apartment 6l. They stated 
that at the time PERL’S name was added to the record, it 
wae indicated on the rocords that "Saront scnd3 In check”. 


FLOYD EL7YP, JR. continued that when he assumed 
the superintendent responsibilities, he was told that 
DARA^’T lived in Rochester or some place in Upstate New York .

at the City Prison, Now York City, by SA DICHARd T. HRAD5KY 
and the writer in an attempt to develop further information 
pertaining to ROSENBERG'S Greenwich Villarp aeartment . 

GREEN CLASS recalls that JULIUS ROSENBERG mentioned to hin 
in approximately July 1VJ£» that he »ao paying rer.t on ar, 
apartment in the Greenwich Village section of New York City. 
ROSENBERG indicated that this apartment was being used for 
microfilming, as a ‘’stop-over ’ 1 location for out of town 
espionage contacts and as a meeting place for e spionaye • 
contacts. ROEEI’ISTRG advised that DAVID’S wife, ‘T’TH 
^ChErVGLASS, would probably not Ilka the apartn.ent due to 
the fact that it was a walk-up apartment located on the 
sixth and top floor of the building.

The apartment of ALFRED SARAH? at 65 < orton Street, 
New York City, was described to DAVID GRE3NGMCS as being a 
three room walk-v.p apartment located on the sixth end top 
floor of the building. DAVID GR3ENCLAGS stated that 
although he had never seen the apartment or its physical 
location, there wos no doubt in his mind whatsoever that 
the S An ANT apartment is identical with the apartment that 
JULIUS ROSENBERG was utilizing In connection with his 
espionage onueavors.

He stated that during the Christmas Holiday period 
of 19U9 . he went to see JULIUS ROSENBERG, hi a brother-in-law, 
at the Pitt Machine Products Company, 3^7 Eaot Houston 
Street, New York City, for the purpose of discussing his 
status in this business. DAVID GREENGLASS explained that 
ho had a stock certificate for- 25 of the 100 outstanding 
shares in this business and desired to sell his shares to 
ROSENBERG • 6n this occasion, ROSENBERG explained to 
GREEN GLASS in the office of the Pitt Machine Products 
Company during a preliminary discussion pertaining to the 
business, that he was attempting to borrow ’;9,000. from a 
cousin In order to buy DAVID SKEIN’S 25 chares in this 
business.

II. INTERVIEWS OF MAXWELL FIRESTO NE 


It should bo noted that in connection with 
the attempted location of ALFRED SARANT that among 
others MAXWELL FINF.STONE was interviewed and tho 
following information developed during tho cour.no of 
those interviews: 

On the evening of August 21, 1950, CA HERMAN 
C. LITTLEJOHN and tho writer contacted MAXWELL ^1 RESTORE 
at his apartment, B2, 4l8 East 9th Stroot, How York 
City. At this time nnothor individual was present in 
tho apartment who idontifiod hi:n3clf to tho agents ao 
JAMES WEINSTEIN.

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At the tlmo the agonts wore conducting tho 
interview, they obsorvod that FIHESTOHE »S apartment, 
which is located on the third floor, front, consistod 
of "a living room, two bo drooms,- a kitchen. and ...bathroom* 

SA LITTIEJ0H1I obrorvod in tho bathroom a telephone, on 
the odgo of the bathtub, which had no identifying 
number. Agents ROYAL and LITTIEJOHN observed that 
thcro v;as a necond tolophono in the living room which 
boro telephone number CRamorcy 5-21)i6, Tho nparfcnont 
was vory nicely docorntod. 

It is notod that Mr, and Mrs, ELVJ1T h vc 
doocribcd, among tho articles of furniture they observed 
being moved from SARANT * S apartment, two old kitchon 
chairs and a whita metal top kitchen table, SARANT, in 
interview, han ndvisod that he had a Hollywood type 
double bed in Apartment 6-1 at 65 Morton Street, During 
the above contact with MAXWELL FINE STONE, S,. LITTIEJOHH

He 
requested information os to how this subpoena could be 
sorvod* FINE5T0IE was advised that ho should contact 
Assistant United States Attomoy JOHN M. F0IEY, Southern 
District of lie \7 Yorlc# portaining to this Grand Jury 
suepoona. 

Hr* FOLEY advised that FINESTONE telephonic ally 
contacted him at 9:30 a.m. on Juno 25# 1951# nnd that 
he agreed to come to Mr. FOLEY'S office at 10:30 a.m. 
on Juno 26# 1951 • 

Mr* FOLEY spoke to FINESTOHE at approximately 
10:45 ft.m* on June 26, 1951# at which time FINESTONE 
was sorvod with a Grand Jury subpoena for appearr.nco 
that dato. Mr* FOLEY discussod with FIHESTOiE the 
plnusibleness of boing further interviewed by agents 
of tho FBI at this time in preference to numerous 
Grand Jury appearances in an attempt to dovolop informa- 
tion which would bo of assistance to the Government's 
investigation* FINESTOHE stated that ho did not desire 
to bo interviewed by FBI agents duo to tho fact that 
they would ask him questions pertaining to tlv. "moat" 
of this investigation and that ho oould not "alford" 
to answor thoir questions* 

Mr* FOLEY furthor advised on Juno 29# 1951# 
that FINESTONE *S Grand Jury subpoonn hod boon continuod 
for July 6# 1951* 

On July 6, 1951# Mr. FOLEY advised that 
FINESTONE had tclophoncd him prior to Ms schcdulod 
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Grand Jury ftppcaranco and oxplaincd that he would bo 
late duo to an unavoidable situation* Mr* FOIEY stated 
that Inasmuch as the Grand Jury was not convening that 
date he excused FIHESTOHE until some later date# Bo 
stated that ho’ plannod~to call him possibly- on- July— 20,.

LITTLEJ01GJ and tho writor attempted to interview 
MAXWELL FIHESTOHE at Ms residence, i*l3 East 9th Stroot, 
New York City, JAMES WEINSTEIN was present In the 
apartment* Ho identified himself by producing an 
identification card of tho United States Naval Reserve 
which reflected that ho had Navy corial n-unbor 910-69-31 
rank, ETM Second Clnss, TJSMR; active duty, January 10, 
1945 to July 23, 191)6. 

Ho also produced a New York registration 
dated January 19, 1950, for r. 1949 Buick convertible, 
serial nur.ibor 351607 06, motor number 53037055* This 
automobile had How York liconso tag number C 4707, 

WEINSTEIN produced Now Yorl: Opcrntor f s 
License number 1283170 dntod October lj-» 1948, which 
reflected that he rosided as of that time at 211 Central 
Pari: Went, How York City, He was described on this 
license ns having been born on July 17, 1926, white, 
malo, 145 pounds, 6 foot, brown eyos, brown hair, end 
wears glasses. 

On August 22, 1950, SA HERMAN C. LITTLEJOHN 
tolcphonically contactod WEINSTEIN at his ruridcncc, 
at which timo he ndvisod ho had formerly been a student 
at Columbia Law School, and that he has dropped out, 

?Jo stated that ho is now unemployed, He indicated at 
tills time that ho would llko to furnish information 
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portaining to uny matter whlcli the Bureau might wish to 
discuss and that ho would call SA LITTLEJOHN on 
August 23# 1950, as to on appointment for on interview, 

~ On August - 29# '1950, JAMES' ’EINSTEIN was 
tclcphonically contactod by the writer, at whlcli timo 
he etated that he would appear at tho New York Office 
for on lntorvlcw at Is 30 p,m, on August 30, l?t0, On 
August 30* 1950* at approximately 1:00 p.m, hi: tolo- 
phonlcally contacted tho writor, at which time he 
advised he did not wish to appoar at tho Mew York Office 
for an interview and further, ho did net wish to furnish 
any information pertaining to any matter to agents of 
tho Podcral Bureau of Investigation, 

JAMES WEINSTEIN* according to information 
rural shod to the writer by Assistant United States 
Attorney JOHN I), FOLEY, testified before tho Federal 
Grand Jury, Southern District of How York* on April 17, 
Juno 10 and 19, 1951. 

On February kt 1950, Confirlcntjr.1 Informant 
T-ll, of Imown reliability, furnished ».». alip of paper 
on which was written: "JAMES WEINSTEIN; From - Cornell; 
To - Columbia University Law School; Nj', n This informant 
advised that this abovo information in believed to 
emanate from District #3, Communist Party, USA Head- 
quarters, 250 South Broad Streot, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, 
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V, INTERVIEW WITH DR, WELDON BRUCE DAYTON 

Dr, WELDON BRUCE DAYTON was interviewed on June 
18 th to 20th, 1951, by SA RICHARD T. HRADSItY and tho 
writer and again on June 21, 1951, by the writer. For tlie 
-roost-par_t, .these .interviews, took place in Room 1;?5» U, S, 
Court House Building, Foley Square, New York. 

On June 10, 1951, Dr, DAYTON was shown the most 
recent photographs of WILLIAM PERL and again, as before, 
ho denied having known -.this individual. He states that 
he had never accompanied this individual to 65 Morton 
Street, in the Greenwich Village section o<" New York 
City, as alleged by GARY PICKARD end Ml’, and Mrs. FLOYD 
ELWYN, JR. In this connoction he stated that he never 
recalled having root GARY PICKARD; further he does not 
recall ever having met MAX FINESTONE in Now York City, 

Concerning Dr, DAYTON »S talk with MAX FINESTONE 
in the Grand Jury Waiting Room on April 17, 1951, the 
following information was offered by DAYTON: 

He stated that he told MAX FINESTONE about tho 
ELWYNS • identification of him as one of the individuals 
who participated in the moving of furniture during the 
latter part of January, 1950* from 65 Morton Street, 

He stated that FINESTONE did not comment on this. 

However, he did state "that one day, ho (FINESTONE) was 
In tho Village and found himself on Morton Street, and 
did he leave in a hurry", 

FINESTONE further advised DAYTON that he had 
chosen to use his Constitutional privilege in not 
answering certain questions which were askod him during 
the Grand Jury prooeodings, and DAYTON stated that he 
told FINESTONE that he, himself, had not used his 
Constitutional privilege and was attempting to answer 
the quostions asked him before tho Grand Jury. 

DAYTON further advised that on April 17, 195l, 
he and MAX FINESTONE had lunch together in Chinatown, Now 
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York. During this lunch they generally dis cussed this 
whole matter. However, he stated that FINESTONE would 
not commit himself as to what actually took placo on the * 
alleged date which PERL, FINESTONE, himself, end a fourth 
individual, who has subsequently boon identified to bo 
-GARY PICKARD, moved furni turefrom ALFRED SARANT'S 
apartment which was located at 65 Morton Stroet, Nfcw-York - - 
City. He stated that FINESTONE wa3 very friendly toward 
him and had invited him to come to his apartment that 
evening for further conversation. DAYTON stated that he 
courteously refused FINESTONE* S invitation and departed 
from him. 


On Juno 19, 1951, Dr, DAYTON accompanied SA 
HRADSKY and the writer to the 65 Morton Street, Now York 
City, apartment building in an attompt to further 
refresh his memory as to his having appeerod there on or 
about January 29, 1950. with WILLIAM PERL. After having 
thoroughly viewed the immediate surroundings of the 65 
Morton Street building and the interior of thu Morton 
Street building, including the baaemont and the sixth 
floor, ho again stated that ho had never been to this 
address at any time during his life. 

On June 20, 1951, Dr. DAYTON was again 
interviewed about his alleged appearance at the 65 Morton 
Street apartment building on or about January 29, 1950, 
with WILLIAM PERL. Ho stated that he fully realized 
that tho Government had aovoral witnesses who could 
testify as to his having been there on the allegod date- 
with PERL; however, ho again stated that ho was not 
prosent, DAYTON stated that he could fully understand 
tho Government* s position in this espionage investigation 
and he knows that his having refused to cooperate with 
tho FBI in tho location of his wife CAROL immediately 
after her flight with ALFRED SARANT to Mexico, coupled 
with his refuaal to sign a waiver of search which would 
allow tho FBI to search his Ithaca, Now York, rosidenco 
at the tlmo of his initial intorviow on August 2, 1950, 
would logically indicate that ho wan in some way 
involvod In this espionage investigation. 
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Dr. DAYTON stated that this was not true, 
and tho roaoon for his refusal to assist the FEI in 
the locution of his wife was duo to his fear that when 
and If his wife was located and returned to the U, S. 
that sho would cast on accusing finger at him and that 
““this “would- causo him- to posslbly-be unable._to_offo_ct_a_ 
marital reconciliation. Ho oxplained that- his refusal 
to sign a waiver of search during his initial intorviow 
by agents of the FBI on August 2 , 1950# van based on his 
firm bolief that this was a mattor of choice and he chose 
not to allow tho search on general principles. 

DAYTON was questioned on this date on to 
whothor he had talked to oithor FINESTONE or PERL about 
tho allegation that ho was preaont at tho Morton Street 
apartment building on or about January 29# 1950. Ho 
stated that he had not been in contact with WILLIAM PERL 
or MAXWELL FINESTONE. Ho added that ho did not discuss 
his boing presont on thu allegod dnto with M NESTONE on 
the occasion of their having lunch together on April 17, 
1951# subsequent to both of their Grand Jury appearances 
that date, inasmuch as it soomed ridiculous to him to 
discuss with FINESTONE aomothing that was alleged to 
have happonod whon he was not presont. 

He stated that he would consider contacting 
WILLIAM PERL and MAXWELL FINESTONE and in the ovont he 
effected this contact discussion would bo had pertaining 
to this allegation. 

On June 21, 1951, Dr. DAYTON advised that he 
had talked with his attornoy, Mr. SAMUEL SILVERMAN, 
subsequent to his intorviow on June 20, 1951. Ho advised 
that his attorney advisod against seeing WILLIAM PERL; 
however, ho consontod to his contacting MAXWELL FINESTONE, 

Ho statod, further, that ho had dinner last 
evening with LOUISE SARANT in an Italian restaurant In 
Greenwich Villago. Theroaftor they spent wandering 
around in mid New York prior to hor departure by train 
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at 12i4i4. a.ra, for Old Vostbury, Long Island, whore sho 
*as staying with her sister-in-law, Mrs, ELECTRA SARANT 
\ JAYSON. DAYTON advised that during last evening ho 
discussed with LOUISE SARANT the plausibluness of hor 
accompanying him to see MAXWELL FINESTONE. Sho advised 
him that hor attornoy, Mrs, BELLA S. ABZUG, would not 
allow her to-havo -any contact-with FINESTONE.- . 

DAYTON stntod that prior to this interview on 
June 21, 1951, ho attempted to telophonicnlly contact 
FINESTONE at JOHN A. LEARY* S, 546 Wost Broadway, Now 
York City, residonco, DAYTON statod that ho spoke with 
LEARY and was advised that FINESTONE had boon in tho 
hospital several days previously, however, he did not 
know whore FINESTONE could bo located. 

Dr. WELDON BRUCE DAYTON testified before tho 
Federal Grand Jury, Southorn District of Now York, 
according to information furnished by Assistant United 
States Attorney JOHN M« FOLEY, on April 17, 1951, end on 
Juno 18 th and 19th, 1951. 

It should bo notod that Dr, DAYTON, from 1946 
until tho latter port of Soptembor, 1950, was u graduate 
studont and had a part-time research fellowship in tho 
Physics Department of Cornell University, DAYTON 
began oraploymont in tho lattor part of September or 
early October, 1950, at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology as a Research Staff member. Ho has adviood 
that he is, by profession, an Experimental Physicist and 
has specialized in Nuclear Energy,

Tho records of Cornell University at Ithaca, 

New York, have reflected tho following inf omntion - 
pertaining to MAXWELL FINESTONE:

She rucnllR that ho lived in ai^artiTiont 6-1 
during the Fall of 191^9 and had noticed him coming and 
going from this apartment.

GARY PICKARD was questioned while ho was in 
Now York City pertaining to the identity of this girl; 

Ho statod that sho was probably identical with Miss 
BETTY BUEHLER, who currently rosido3 at 173 East 713 t 
Stroot; New York City. 

On Juno 6* 1951* Miss KLEIN tolcphoni colly 
advisod the writer that she had received o letter from 
HikROLD GATTY and that ho was still in Company Bi Class 
Number 36, AOC Division, at Fort Rlloy, Kansas, 

Sho etatod aho rocalls the incident at tho 
780 Greenwich Avonuo apartment at which MAX FINESTONE, 
GATTY; LYLE, PICKARD, and possibly others, .and horsclf 
wore present# Sho stated that it was during thj tirao 
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that Sonator MCCARTHY was making tho accusations r‘ 

against tho State Department, She states that thoy 
were lintening to a nows broadcast which furnished

XIII. INTERVIEW WITH MRS. RICHARD WENDT 

On May 29, 19^1, Mrs. RICHARD WEMtO*, of 
Bedford Hills, Now York, was interviewed ut hor 
rosidonco by SA EDWARD J, CAHILL und tho writer, During 
tho oarly stago of this intorviow hor husband, RICHARD 
WENDT, u graduate of Princton University and currently 
Presidont of tho Morritt Printing Company of Mt, Kisco, 
New York, was prosont. 

Mrs, RICHARD WENDT stated that sho wu3 tho 
former wifo of GARY PICKARD and that hor maiden nnmo 
was Miss ANN SHELDON - FARLEY , 

Mrs. WENDT recoils that in October, 19l|-9, 
subsequent to her separation from GARY PICKARD, she 
talked to PICKARD concerning his moving into Now York 
City from his parent's homo in Ploasantvillc, Now York, 
PICKARD Btatcd that ho was going to go to night school 
and would bo working for tho Psychological Corporation, 
He- montionod that ho would possibly move into an 
apartment in the Greenwich Village area of New York 
City with MAX FINESTONE, whom sho had mot in Ithaca, 

New York, In approximately 194&# Sho relatod that at 
one time sho and her former husband had lived noxt 
door to MAX FINESTONE* S parents and that oft-.n 
FINESTONE would ride to school with her husband, 

Concorning PICKARD'S residence with I-INESTONE 
in tho Groonwich Village area in Now York City, nhe 
statud that it was hor boliof that this was to bo on a 
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gratl3 basis. Sho roealls that in November, 1949# 
GA RY PICKARD borrowed hor automobile to novo hio 
personal effects from Plonsantvlllb, Mew York, to 
Now York City. 


She rocails that possibly tho next timo sho 
saw GARY PICKARD was on or about Christmas Day, 1949# 
at which timo he brought a Christmas gift for thoir 
daughter DEBORAH. Sho recalls that at that timo hor 
husband informed hor that ho had a Christmas job with 
ono of tho Now Y 0 rk department 8 toro3 selling clothing 
in the Mon's Department. Ho was also doing survey 
work by tolophono for tho Psychological Corporation, or 
some similar resoarch organization, PICKARD told hor 
that ho hud como from Now York and was spending a day 
or so with bi3 family. 

Mrs. VJENDT advised that possibly on Christmas 
Day, 1949, or on come other occasion, GARY FICKARD, 
in conversation, advised that "ho had hoard and gotten 
interested in a lot of now people and ideas". In 
commenting on this sho statod that it was her 
rocollocti on that ho was speaking about ft "lib-ral" 
olomont and political philosophy that ho was being 
exposod to through his contact with MAX FINEST01IE. 

Sho advisod that sho does not specifically 
recall having over boon furni3hod the 65 Morton Stroot 
addross or tho 4^8 East Ninth Stroot address for hor 
former husband, Howover, she do os believe that ho 
may have mentioned that he lived on Morton Str-jot in 
tho Greenwich Village area of N e w York City with MAX 
FINESTONE. 


Mrs. WENDT advisod that it was her inmression 
that after PICKARD had moved from the Greenwich Village 
apartmunt, ho etayod for approximately two days with ono 
JOHN, -MOORE. JOHN MOORE was away at the timo and 
possibly loaned him the use of tho apartment. She ate ted 
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that MOORE lived in the neighborhood of Lexington 
Avenue and 44-th Street. According to Mr3, WENDT, MOORE 
was alleged to have had a maid. 

It is to be noted that during the interviews 
with GARY PICKARD in New York City, he was questioned 
pertaining to having had use of an apartment of one JOHN 
MOORE during the interval between his having resided at 
the Morton Street apartment and the Ninth Street 
apartment, PICKARD stated that he lived somewhere for 
approximately two days. However, the .inme JOHN MOORE 
is not familiar to him. 

Mrs. WENDT further advised that her former 
husband had been a ski trooper in tho United States Army 
during World War II. Ho was wounded and is currently 
receiving disability benefits from the Vetorans Adminis- 
tration. She recalls that either during the Fall of 191*9 
or the Spring of 1950, PICKARD attended tho evening 
school ut Columbia University under Public. Law 16, Sho 
statod that up until the time of thoir divorce, which 
became final in October, 1950, she received $100 monthly 
support from her husband. 

Mrs, WENDT stated that her former husband, 

GARY PICKARD, had nevor been, to her knowledge , a mombor 
of the Communist Party or any of its front organizations. 
She states that he had formerly beon a member in 191*7 of 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colorod 
People. In commenting on MAX. FINES TONE, she stated that 
ho had indicatod to her that ho was interacted in tho 
American Youth for Democracy in 1946* the Americans for 
Democratic Action in 191*7 and 1948# that possibly he was 
affiliated with tho Young Progressives of America and/or 
Young Progressives# She definitely recalls that ho was a 
member of the HAACP during the Fall of 1947. At such 
time she was membership chairman of thi3 group at Cornell 
University. 

It is noted that tho American Youth for Demo- 
cracy has been cited as an organization coming within the ", 
..purview of Executive Order 9035 by tho Attorney General#

B. DAVID PREEN GLASS 

On June 30, 1951, DAVID GREENGLASS was 
intorviowod at the City Prison, Hew York City, by the 
vrltor. Humorous photographs of MAXWELL FINESTONE, 
some of which were taken as Into as Juno 29, 1951, wore 
exhibited to GREENGLASS. He advised that this man's 
physical appearance is familiar, howevor, he could not 
recall when or whore he had seen FINESTONE. GREENGLASS 
stated definitely that ho did not relate this tentative 
identification as anyone ho had soon in relation to 
JULIUS or ETHEL R0SEN3ERG. DAVID GREENGLASS rocallod

RUTH GREENGLASS, tho wife of DAVID GREENGLASS, 
who is a self confossod former Soviet espionage agent,

■Foloy Square, How York City, by the writer on July 2, 

1951. Numerous photographs of FINESTONE wore exhibited 
to Mrs, GREENGLASS, however, she was unable to identify 
FINESTONE as anyone she know or had soon. 

D. Mrs. TESSIE GREENGLASS 

Mrs. TESSIE GREENGLASS, DAVID GREEN GLASS* mother, 
■WQ8 interviewed in Room 425, U. S. Court House Building, 
Foloy Squaro, Now York City, on July 2, 1951, by tho ^ ;

York City, and has had tho opportunity to observe anyone 
who may have conn or had gono out with JULIUS and ETHEL

trial of JULIUS and ETHEL R0SEN3ERG and MORTOM SODEL as 
an Individual whom JULIUS ROSENBERG attempted to recruit 
as a Soviet espionage agont from 1944 to 1948* has boon 
shown photographs of MAX FINESTONE by SA JA11ES T. O'BRIEN. 
ELITCHER was unablo to identify FINESTONE' S photographs 
as anyone ho had known in tho past.

1 . Information Furnished by Confidential 
Informant T-l 

On June 20, 1951 > Confidential Informant T-l, 
of unknown reliability, furnished Information by v;hich a 
most probable Identification of MAXWELL FINESTGME as identical 
with the man who will be referred to as "X", was effected. 

JAMES WEINSTEIN is believed identical with the msn who will 
be referred to as "Y". 

The Informant stated that JULIUS ROSENBERG advised 
that the last man he recruited into his organisation, which is 
interpreted by the Informant to mean recruited into the JULIUS 
ROSENBERG espionage organization, is a man described as "X ’ 
who lives with the son of a wealthy family, described a 3 "Y". 

"Y" owns a black convertible Buick with a whi te top, either a 
19U9 or 1950 model. "Y" studied low, though he does not. prac- 
tice it, and "Y" is a personal friend of 0. JOHN KOGGE, "Y" 
has considerable ideological arguments with his family. "X" 
borrowed "Y's" car to drive ROSENBERG to Ithaca,. New York 
to see ALFRED SARANT and make a "pick-up*' of espionoge material. 

ROSENBERG stated to Informant that ho does not . 
know for certain, but considering all the circumstances, he 
believes that the Russians sent "X" to contact, VIVIAN GLASS! AN • 
The Informant said that "X" may be an Abraham Lincoln Brigade 
Member; that ROSENBERG did not indicate "X’s" profession or 
occupation. However, he did state that "X" lived in New York 
City.

PINES it NE refused to sign either the 
affidavit or the pertinent section, but she did not knew 
which. Slio related that her daughter JOAN was quite

FICKAIO stated that her son is a veteran 
of /for Id var II, having been disabled through his war 
service and that lie receives disability checks each month 
from the Veterans Administration. She pointed out that 
his disability checks ,.<ere forwirdeu in . care of FTNESTCr’J'S 
apartment on East 9th Street during the period of GARY'S 
residence there ana that a check at the Veterans Adminis- 
tration In hew York City would place the exact time during 
which her son lived in the FTNCSTCNE apartment.

■ GARY PICKARD,’ currently residing at 711 yth 
Street and employed at Radio Station KRA- and "Fabulous 
Las begas" weekly magazine. Las Vegas, Nevada, advised 
he first met PAX FTNE3TCNT2 while both were students at 
Cornell University, Ithaca, New York, and had frequent 
contact with him until approximately the summer of 10Ji9* 
PICKARD and his ife separated at this time and he cannot 
recall associations with FT ME STOKE during the summer of

PICKARD left Cornell University September 19U9, 
and went to New Y’ork City seeking employment, He met 
FINES TOME in New York City in the latter part of October 
I 9 I 4.9 and, being short on finances, FINE STONE insisted -that 
he reside with hire in an apartment located at, 6S Norton 
Street, Greonwich Village, New York City. PICKARD could 
not recall the exact number of the apartment, but stated 
it was on the sixth floor. FINE5TGNE told FJCR.vRlJ the 
apartment was actually being rented by friends of his 'who 
allowed him to stay there while they were out of t.be city. 
The names and whereabouts of those "friends are unknown to 
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PICKARD. :1103s friends had indicated to FJilESfOI’F. that 
they might not return to the apartment and they had almost 
complete ly stripped the apartment of furniture. The only 
furniture in the apartir.en t was a double beJ, day bed, card 
-table.,_t3i,r , s.c__i/o.cdcjn_chairs. i ._c._vn]_ two book yar-s,’ all heir.;; 
broken down and almost worthless . 

In January I95O, FINE3TCNE received -vord through 
the superintendent of this apartment building 'that -these 
friends were releasing the apartment, requiring wiryjs^ciIE 
and PICKARD to vacate.

apartment, FID;; DYCKE and PICKARD carried the f.>ev. des- 
cribed furniture down to the basement of the apartment 
-building. PICKARD maintained no one else was present when 
the furni kure was moved. The exact date of moving the 
furniture is unknown, but it is believed to have been the

PICKARD returned to the apartment building on-: day in a 
borrowed jeep with FIND 5 TOM; ant) obtained th o day bed from 
the basement, which FICK.AKD tool: to another apartment he 
had obtained with DA^I;> LYLE and HAROLD CATTY, both 
graduates of Cornell University. PICKARD place d this date 
around the first part of February 199° anrt maintained no 
one else assisted but FINEfiTCNE. 

In December while residing with FIRESTONE 

in the apartment at £.5 Norton Street, FTCKARD not JAKES 
Mi::.TfDi:i, a dose friend of FINE STOVE and r-wmor 
student of Cornell University. V, EINSTEIN resided at )gl8 
East 9 fc U Street, Mew York City, and v/ac attending the 
School of Lav; at Columbia University. Alien irevinn from 
65 Norton Street, FI ME STOVE moved in permanently with 
'.EINSTEIN arid PICKARD moved in totrporarilyunt.il ho could 
locate something else. A short time later-, PICKARD moved 
into an apartment at 78 0 Creen-.vi cb Struct, New York City, 
with LYLE ami CATTY. PICKARD lived at this aJt'lrora until 
August lf r )0 when ho went to Las Vegas, Neva 3a, to obtain 
.a divorce, and after obtaining a divorce decided to stay 
in Das Vegas. Pickard stated -ho has returned to “cw York 
City twice , the last time being in February 1991 and that 
he has soon FINE f.TONE both times.

On June 1, 1951» Assistant United Staten Attorney 
JOHN K. W.LZr a r Jvj.aed that a Federal Gr ind Jury subpoena 
Vi a 3 being issued for the appearance of GARY PICKARD, 
Southern District of llov/, York, on June 12, ]R ! 5"!. 

On June 11, 1?R1, SA ED' VAR 0 J. C VrlTIT. and the 
writer mot GARY PICKARD on hi3 arrival at L?. Guardi a Field 
at 7:30 pm. 

PICKARD stated that the loot time he raw VAX 
FIIC5TCIT3 was when he was in New York during FX^RUARY, 

3 9 51 

GARY FICK \ HD stated that ha left Ithaca, ^cw York 
on or about September 50, 19')9» having gradu?ts-d Proto 
Cornell University and resigned from his position with 
tJv.: radio station there and returned to Ms uni-ents* resi- 
dence at Flo as an tvl lie, Rev; York. He stated that in 
October 19^9 » ho came to lt ew York City job hunting. He 
recalled definitely attempting to /yet a f.c'’llV.i!i with the 
iiadio Station VCR In nev; York City. 

PICKuRD does not recall how he intitially con- 
tacted I..AX FINIiSTONE during October 19ii9» however, he does 
recall that during the 3ummer of 19U9» KAX worked as a ■ 
painter or contractor and during September or October, 
FINHSTOKE came to New York and that the two of them got in 
tou''h with one another. PICKARD statod that at that time 
MAX FI HE STONE was residing in Apartment ol at 69 r. orton 
Street, Hew York City, and offered the use of this apart- 
ment to him on a gratis basis. He rocalled having soon 
the nam:; of SARANT printed on the doorbell. FINE STOKE 
had advised hln that r. couple had possession of the 
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apartment and that they had moved to California. They v/ere 
retaining the apartment with the idea that they were re- 
turninc to Hew York City. 

GARY PICKARD recalled that during the Christmas 
vacation period of 19^9. cither FIRESTONE or hi nr.* elf 
invited DAVI D LYLE, HAROLD CATTY and his brother, RONALD 
-- CATTY,- lhr. -and-Frs . ->’ORi'AH-?OI-F l R'.R J of -Vo rooster,- ?-*a-saa~- - 
chusetts, to spend the Christmas holiday period -.vifch them 
at 65 i'orton Street, Hew York City. He stated that all 
of these individuals -were students at Cornell University 
and had come to New York City to ace the ’’eights 1 ' and 
that stayin /3 with them at i orton Street was convenience 
extended toward them by FINE STONE and himself. PICKARD 
explained that it was necessary for then to improvise 
sleeping facilities by v.ukins beds cn the fieri- to handle 
this overflow group. FTCKARi) stated that he had a double 
bed and a daybed in the apartment, which would have slept 
three or four of the individuals and that' the others slept 
on the floor. lie advised that this ^roup c.unc to New York 
via LYLE’S jeep. 

It is noted that Mr. FLOY D 2LVYN, JR. advised that 
durin the Christmas period, 13k? » he had occasion to be 
in Apartment 6 l and noted seven men present in the apart- 
ment and that there were sleeping ba^s laid out on the 
living room floor. ELTYH did not recall that there was 
any woman present in the apartment ut that tine. 

PICKARD stated that this group, previously men- 
tioned, stayed until after l.'cw Yoar’s Day, am.J returned 
to Cornell; that he was present during most of the Christmas 
holiday period, however, ho took ofi two dn”r an ! went to 
Flea sari tvi lie to visit with his family. He' be Li oved tint 
possibly upon his return from fleasantviilo, in discussing 
the continuance of his residence at ^5 Norton Street with 
FIRESTONE, FAX indicated that possibly the apartment would 
have to be vacated, however, there was no immediate 
necessity for them to move to another location.
